REMARKS 

Claims 1-32 will be pending upon entry of the present amendment. Claim 16 and 

is amended. 

Applicant thanks Examiner Paik for his consideration during the telephone 
interview with Applicant's representative on May 12, 2005. During the telephone interview, 
applicant understands the parties of the interview arrived at an agreement with respect to the 
pending claims. These remarks summarize the distinctions made in the interview, as requested 
by the Examiner. 

Claim 1 recites, in part, "first and second bus plates, and a plurality of positive 
temperature coefficient elements... sandwiched between the bus plates..., each positive 
temperature coefficient element including: first and second conductive plates, and a plurality of 
positive temperature coefficient heating stones. . .sandwiched between the conductive plates." 

The parties discussed the above cited limitations in comparison to the art of 
record, Roller in particular. It was noted that Roller does not teach the first and second bus 
plates, teaching only the conductive plates and PTC stones (referred to by Roller as PTC 
elements). 

With respect to the language of claim 10, the point at issue was the term 
"encapsulated." Applicant's representative cited Webster's Third New International Dictionary, 
1966 edition (page 745, attached herewith), which defines encapsulate as "to surround, encase, or 
protect in or as if in a capsule." and pointed to figure 5 of the present application as an example, 
in which components of the heating element are fully encapsulated within the cavity 110. The 
Examiner indicated that he would consider the term to distinguish over Gusmer in independent 
claims 10 and 29, provided the Applicant placed the above recited definition in the record, which 
is done by these remarks. The Examiner suggested that claim 16 be amended to recite the term, 
as well, in order to distinguish that claim over the prior art. Claim 16 has been amended 
accordingly.

This should not be considered an admission, on the part of the Applicant, as to their materiality.
